Education came into its own as a 
popular subject when 260,000 visitors 
attended the 1929 exposition of the 
United Parents’ Association of Greater 
New York. More than 190,000 square 
feet in the Grand Central Palace were 
devoted to varied exhibits of what goes 
on in the schools of today.

A principal feature of the exposition 
was the show’ing of 180,000 iect 01 
motion pictures, selected from the 
libraries of all the great film producing 
companies. 
“ th e purpose,” according to l>r. 
Alexander Mayper, president of the 
Association, “ was to demonstrate to 
parents that the motion picture, as it 
comes from the studios .today, com­ 
prises helpful educational and enter­ 
tainment aids in every’ branch of family 
and community life. There is scarcely 
’ a problem of the home, the school or 
the civic life of any neighborhood, 
which motion pictures, properly select­ 
ed, 
cannot 
materially 
aid 
toward 
solution.” 
. 
A distinguished committee of edu­ 
cators aided Dr. Mayper, who was 
formerly assistant attorney general in 
New York and who is one of the best 
known alumni of New York University, 
to choose the representative pictures. 
Access to the film libraries was had 
through the cooperation of the Motion 
Picture Producers and Distributors of 


Dr. ALEXANDER MAYPER 


America, of which Will H. Hays is 
president, and the thirty-four miles of 
motion pictures were furnished the 
exposition without cost, 
“ The m ost im portant motion p icture 


consideration from the standpoint of 
our group,” Dr. Mayper said^ 
is their 
influence on child life. 
1 believe that 
influence is good. The school or home 
that would do without the motion 
picture of today would be foolish past 
t*‘lief. 
However, there is a definite 
obligation of selection, devolving 
on 
parents. We cannot expect the motion 
picture industry to produce all its 
films with the child in mind, any more 
than we could expect the stage or the 
printing press to confine themselves to 
juvenalia. 
Children constitute# only 
about eight per cent of motion picture 
audiences.

It is the duty of parents to help 
see that this highest type of entertain­ 
ment picture « hall also become the 
most profitable, which has not always 
been the case in the past. ^The only 
way to assure better films is to con­ 
sistently support the best.

Have Communal Nests 


Some spiders live in large colo- 


nies in close intimacy not oijly 
with spiders of different species, 
bnt with other insects. 
In Mex- 


ico in regions at an altitude of 2,500 
-yards, spiders are found that live 
In societies and construct common 
nests of large dimensions like the 
nests of ants and bees! The nests 
are In great demand among the na 
t&es of the conntry, who take frag 
m'ents of them and hang them about 
their rooms as traps for flies and 
iriosqnitoes. 


The nests are-surrounded with 
1 threads that serve as hiding place» 


in which the spiders lie in wait for 


i tlieir prey. All the insects caught 
, are used as food .for khc colony. In 
j thfr nests, which the spiders never

Rising in defense of Amer- 
ica's sweet tooth, embattled sugar 
interests have launched a valiant 
counter-attack against the tobacco 
interests which -would su^olant the 
sweet habit. 


The psychology of fear, 
the 


clutching horror of fat and its com- 
plement of homeliness which haunts 
•womankind, is the basis of the 
anti-sweet campaign. On the other 
hand the sugar people cite football 
coaches and physical culture ex- 
perts on the energizing virtues of 
their product. 


To the matron who holds «i whole- 


some desire to retain that school- 
girl figure but who is, nevertheless, 
not easily stampeded, these con- 
flicting advertising campaign state- 
ments may present a puzzling prob- 
lem. 


The fact is that both camps are 
Ight—up to a certain point 
We suggest a middle course: 


watch the diet that it gets a suffi- 
ciency of energy-giving sugar with- 
out too much fat in its other ele- 
ments. For instance, where whipped 
cream is called for, use whipped 
evaporated milk.

NE of the common pieces of advice I give y ou is this: Get plenty 
of rest, sleep, good food, fresh air, sunlight and exercise. 


You can see the reason for each of these factors of good 
health. But let me ask y ou a question: 
Why should y ou exercise. 
That may seem like a senseless question, but 
is it? 
Really , why should a person, who desires 
to be strong and healthy , take sy stematic phy si­ 
cal exercise? 
The other day I heard a masseuse say to her 
patient, “ Your arms are soft and flabby . 
You 
should take exercise to develop them.’ 
To one who has no work to do with the 
arms, no lifting, no boxing to do, to have flabby 
arm muscles is of small consequence. 
If all the 
other muscles are hard and strong, the state of 
the arm muscles would make little difference. 
But here is the trouble: 
Unless y ou exercise 
every r day , keeping the blood in circulation, keep­ 
ing the figure upright and trim, there will be 
trouble after a while. 
It won’t be long before 
the abdominal walls relax, permitting the in­ 
ternal organs to sag from their proper places. 
Nature intended man to have hi* body 
muscles tight and Firm, so to keep the abdominal organs in place.

that the backbone would be held in the upright position.

H ave Communal Nests 
Some spiders live in large colo­ 
nies in close intimacy not orjfiy 
with spiders of different species, 
but with other insects. 
In Mex­ 
ico in regions at an altitude of 2,500 
yards, spiders are found that live 
in societies and construct common 
nests of large dimensions like the 
nests of ants and bees. 
The nests 
are in great demand among the na 
tives of the country, who take frag 
rnents uf them and hang them about 
their rooms as traps for flies and 
mosquitoes. 
The nests are-surrounded with 
threads that serve as hiding places 
in which the spiders lie in wait for 
their prey. 
All the insects caught 
are used as food for the colony. In 
the nests, which the spiders never 
leave for any reason or under any cir­ 
cumstances, are piled heaps of files, 
yet the nests are kept with the ut­ 
most cleanliness.

anti-sweet campaign. On the other 
hand the sugar people cite football 
coaches and physical culture ex­ 
perts on the energizing virtues of 
their product. 
To the matron who holds p whole­ 
some desire to retain that school­ 
girl figure but who is, nevertheless, 
not easily stampeded, these con­ 
flicting advertising campaign state­ 
ments may present a puzzling prob­ 
lem. 


The fact is that both cam p s are 
ight— up to a certain point. 
We suggest a middle course:
